RESOLUTION 


TARIFFS 

New Delhi, the 22nd September, 1949 
No. 10 - T (4 )/ 49 — In their resolution No 3- T ( 1 ) /48 , dated the 7th February 
1948 , issued by the Ministry of ( ominerce , the Government of India requested 
the Tariff Board to examine and ricommend retention prices for steel produced 
hy the Tata Iron And Steel Company and the Steel Corporation of Bengil. 
In their resolution No . 3 - T ( 1) , 48 , dated the 20th May 1949 , ingued by the 
Ministry of ( ominerce , the Goveinment of India announced their decisions on 
the report of the Tariff Board The Bourl lias now conducted a similar th 
quiry as regards the Mysore Iron and Steel Works , Bhadravuti, und lass sub 
mitted a report ombodying in the main the following conclusions : 

(1) (A ) The special features which distinguish the Mysore Works from Tati s 
and tho Steol Corporation of Bengal, shoulıl be recognised , namely , marked 
lower rated capacity , maladjustment between equipment and fuel, for which 
changed circumstances rather than any defect in planning are responsible , 
unfavourable location involving difficulties of Access to all materials ou 
bined with their relatively high costs of transport , as in the case of fuel, or of 
purchase, as in the case of scrap, which has to be bought from outside ; ind 

(b ) this rocognition entitled the Mysore Works to an exceptional, mdividual, 
rate of rotention price of Rs 831 per ton ex -works . 

( 2 ) This retention price should , as in tbe case of Tata s and the Steel Cor 
puration of Bengal, remain in force until April 30 , 1951 

( 3 ) The sale price should be uniform to consumers in all parts of India 
including within the State , (which has so for not been the case , the inque inice 
within Mysore territory having been gienter than outside ), and including the 
acceding States , 

(4 ) Stops should be taken to organise the upply to the Mysore Works of 
coal by tho all-roil route which would entail sving in costs , and would be 
translated into a reduction of Ra 27 per ton in the price of finished steel 

( 5 ) If there is a revision in the price of pig iron supplied to the Mysoro 
Works as a result of ancillary proposals made by the Tariff Board , the level 
of the retention price would have to be udjusted correspon luogly . 
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2 . The Government of Todin have accepted these recommendations . In 
plementation of recoumenilutions 4 und 5 , however, requires l urther examination 
And when decisions have been reached on these questions , suitable adjustment 
in the l etention price , if necessary , will be made .

No. TCS - I, 20 . - In exercise of the powers conferred upon me by clause 20 
of the Cotton Textiles (Control) Orier , 1948 and in supersession of the 
directions contained in the Toxtile Commissioner s Notification No. 78 -Tex . 
1 /-18 dated the 30th November , 1948, I hereby issue the following directions :. . 

1. ( 1) Subject to the provisions of sub -paragraph (2 ) below , these directions 
shall be complied with by all producers other than producers who have 110 
Spinning plant. 

( 2 ) If it producer sutisties the Textile Commissioner or suche officer as the 
Textile Commissioner may appoint in this behalf that there are sufficient reasons 
why such producer should be cxeinpted from compliance with any or all of 
thiese directions or that ally or all of those directions should be modifiul in 
their application to him , the Textile Commissioner or the oficel so appointed 
by him may, by an order in writing , exenpt such producer from compliance 
with any or all of these directions or inodify any or all of these directions 
in their application to such producer . 
2 . In these directions , 
( a ) the expression quantity means quantity as mncagured by the linear 

yard ; 
(b ) the oxpression wearable varieties of cloth means the varieties of 

cloth specified in Schedule I annexed to these directiong.

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3 . No producer shall produce cloth belonging to any of the cloth groups 
specified in Schedule I in a design and colour set up or colour combination 
which is the same as or is similar to tho design and colour set up or colour 
combination in cloth produced by hiin und belonging to any different cloth 
group of tho same Schedule . 

4 . No producer shull p oduce popline and woven coloured shirtinge ( susis ) 
in cloth groups I to l \ and XI to XV of Schedule II , 

5 . (1 ) No producer shall piece- llyc any variety of cloth other than coatings, 
Cepen , dorias , drills , lining cloths , longcloths , mulls , poplins , sarees , twills , 
umbrella cloths and voiles ; 

( 2 ) No producer shall dye in Standard Olive Green Shade ( Scanic No. 
314 ) any yurioty of cloth specified in Schedule I. otlier than the varieties at 
Items No. 1 to 4 therein , cxcept when guch cloth is produced for supply to 
the Government of India in accordance with an order placed by the Governi 
ment of India ; 

(3 ) No producer shall piece-dyo any of the following varieties of cloth 
except in a shade which is fast to bleach 

Poplins, fine und superfine sarees , mulls , voiles and docius , 
0 . Na producer shall print any cloth unless he possesses the entiro equip 
mert for printing consisting of printing nachines , ugers , sonpers and washers , 

7 . Except for (a ) cloth produced for supply to the Government of India in 
accordance with an order placed with the producer by the Government of India , 
(b ) cloth produced for experiinental purposes , and ( C ) clotlu produced for export , 
no producer shall produce any wearablo variety of cloth which does not conform 
to the specificntions luid down in Sciclule [ annexell to those directions, thnt is 
to say, if the yarn used in the warp is of a count specified in column 4 of the 
Schedule , the yum used in the weſt must be of the count specified in the corres 
ponding entry in column 5 , and the difference between reeds and picks must 
not exceed the maximum limit prescribed in column or column 7 us the case 
may be
